Little known outside the Reich 
until the revolution of 1918, Her- 
mann Mueller was raised by that 
upheaval to prominence in the new 
Germany. He signed the Versailles 
Treaty as one of the plenipoten- 
tiaries of Germany, the first im- 
portant act of an_ international 
character in which he figured. 

Politics began to attract Muel- 
ler when he was young and he cast 
his lot with Social Democracy. For 
10 years he took an active part in 
party affairs. 

When the revolution broke the 
Social Democratic leaders took 
over the different government de- 
partments. The party leaderships 
became vacant, but Mueller was 
one of the few organizers who re- 
mained and took a firm hand in 
holding the party reins in the split 
between the majority and the min- 
ority (independent) Socialists. It 
was a critical time for Social 
Democracy because in the indus- 
trial centers thousands seceded to 
communism. 

After functioning as a member 
of the Central Council of the new 
German republic, then as a mem- 
ber of the constituent assembly for 
Breslau, Mueller was called upon

When °s0 
understood, the circumstances and 
incidents of conception, growth and 
finally of birth are astonishing 
manifestations of divine power, and 
inexpressibly beautiful. To be a 
mother is seen to be the supreme 
fulfillment of womanhood, as to be 
a father is of manhood. It becomes 
apparent, also, why sex relations 
are guarded as by a flaming sword, 
why prostitution is abhorrent to 
the conscience of mankind, and 
why the instinct of the race regards 
intercourse between unmarried per- 
sons as immoral and antisocial. A 
man, said Christ, expressing the 
pure ideal, is not to Marbor the 
thought of adultery in his heart. 

‘In the Presence of Mystery.” 

But in the sex relations between 
husband and wife we are also in 
the presence of another mystery. 
“From the beginning of the crea- 
tion God made them male and fe- 
male,’”’ said our Lord. “For this 
cause,’”’ He continued, “shall a man 
leave his father and mother and 
shall cleave to his wife, and they 
twain shall be one flesh.” We have 
here the passing of shame and the 
realization of the meaning of sex 
in the divine economy, which make 
the union of the two mates a 
supreme expression of their affec- 
tion and comradeship. These rela- 
tions, therefore, have their source 
in the thought and purpose of God, 
first, for the creation of human 
life, but also as a manifestation of 
divine concern for the happiness of 
those who have so wholly merged 
their lives, 

The moral problems of birth 
control have to do with these two 
functions of sex. They arise in 
connection with the spacing of 
children, the limitation of the num- 
ber of offspring, the safeguarding 
of the health and ofttimes of the 
lives Of mother and child, on the 
one hand; and, on the other, they 
arise in considering the rjghtful-

At 10 a. m. the principal gamb- 
ling hall in the heart of the city 
is thronged by hundreds who play 
or stroll] about the roulette wheels, 
faro tables, mechanical dice throw- 
ing and other games. 

The hubbub of voices, the click- 
ety-clack of machines and the clat- 
ter of poker chips are partly 
drowned by the staccato of a com- 
pressed air drill operated by a con- 
int struction crew engaged in cutting 
through stone, brick and mortar 
walls to enlarge the gaming room. 

While printers are turning out 
gambling license forms, the for- 
ality of official permission was 
dispensed with, hence no statistics 
are available regarding the number 
of permits which will be issued or 
the extent to which the city, coun- 
ty and State will profit in revenues. 

Governor Signs Bill. 

The signing of the new gambling 
bill Thursday by Gov. Balzar was 
the signal for augmented patronage 
of the gambling resorts’ rather 
than the inauguration of new ones 
for the new statute merely makes 
legal what has been going on un- 
der cover for years.

LLOWING is the text of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ committee report, made pudb- 
lic in New York, approving birth 
control by the “careful and re- 
strained use of contraceptives by 


ling of children, and consequently 
of control of conception, there can 
be no question. It is recognized by 
all churches and all physicians. 

There is general agreement also 
that sex union between husbands 
and wives as an expresison of mu- 
tual affection, without relation to 
procreation, is right. This is recog- 
nized by the Scriptures, by all 
branches of the Christian Church, 
by social and medical scierce, and 
by the good sense and idealism of 
mankind. 

As to the method of control of 
conception, two ways are possible. 
One is the use of contraceptives, or 
methods other than abstinence, 
which may be classified as such. 
The other is self-control or ab- 
stinence for longer or shorter 
periods of time. Both may be con- 
sidered as forms of birth control. 

As to the rightfulness of the use 
of contraceptives, Christian opinion 
is not united. The problem in its 
present form is a new one. The 
Scriptures and the ecumenical 
councils of the Christian Church 
are silent upon the subject. The 
Church of Rome inflexibly opposes 
the use of contraceptives as con- 
trary to Christian morals. In the 
Anglican communion opinior is 
sharply divided, as indicated by, 
the fact that at the Lambeth Con- 
ference of 1930 the resolution ap- 
proving birth control under certain 
conditions was the only vote dur- 
ing the conference which indicated 
division of opinions upon a ques- 
tion of fundamental importance. 
It is known that opinion in the 
churches of the United States is 
divided, as is also the medical pro- 
fession, but nobody knows as yet 


the prevailing opinion. Under the 
circumstances, the problem _ re- 
quires unprejudiced study, and 


guidance should be sought from 
the Holy Spirit, the Lord and Giver 
of Life. It should be expected that 
guidance will find expression 
through the researches and experi- 
ence of physicians and men of 
science as well as through the cor- 
porate conscience of the church. 
Whatever the final conclusion 
may be, the committee is strongly 
of the opinion that the church 
should not seek to impose its point 
of view as to the use of contra- 
ceptives upon the public by legis- 
lation or any other form of co- 
ercion; and especially should not 
seek to prohibit physicians from 
imparting such information to 
those who in the judgment of the 
medical profession are entitled to 
receive it.

A majority of the commiittce 
holds that the careful and re- 
strained use of contraceptives by 
married people is valid and moral. 
They take this position because 
they believe that it is important to 
provide for the proper spacing of 
children, the control of the size of 
the family, and the protection of 
mothers and children; and because 
intercourse between the mates, 
when an expression of their spirit- 
ual union and affection, is right in 
itself. They are of the opinion that 
ebstinence within. marriage, except 
for .the few, cannot be relied upon 
to meet these problems, and under 
ordinary conditions is not desirable 
in itself. 

But they cannot leave this state- 
ment without further comment. 
They feel obliged to point out that 
present knowledge of birth control 
is incomplete and that an element 
of uncertainty, although it is small, 
still remains. More serious is the 
fact that all methods are as yet 
more or less subject to persona) 
factors for their effectiveness. 
Married couples should keep these 
facts in mind and welcome chil- 
dren, should they come. 

Warning Against Nostrums. 

The public should be warned also 
aguinst advertised nostrums, which 
are beginning to appear in thinly 
disguised forms in reputable pe- 
riodicals, and so-called ‘“‘boot- 
legged’’ devices at drug stores, for 
which there is no guarantee of 
safety against injury or of suitable- 
ness for individual cases. It is es- 
sential to consult the family physi- 
cian or to go to established clinics 
or health centers for information 
or assistance. 

That serious evils, such as extra- 
marital sex relations, may be in- 
creased by a general knowledge of 
contraceptives must be recognized. 
Such knowledge, however, is al- 
ready widely disseminated, often in 
unfortunate ways, and will soon be 
universally known. Guided by the 
past experience of the race as to 


[upon human welfare, we should ex- 
pect that so revolutionary a dis- 
covery as control of conception 
would carry dangers as well as 
benefits. Society faces a new prob- 
lem of control with each fresh ad- 
vance of knowledge, If men gen- 
erally cannot properly use _ the 
knowledge they acquire, there is no 
safety and no guarantee of the fu- 
ture. These members of the com- 
mittee believe that the undesirable 
use of contraceptives will not be 


if the influence of religion and ed- 
ucation is properly developed the 
progress of knowledge will not out- 
run the capacity of mankind for 
self control. But if the sex impulse 
and the use of contraceptives are to 
be kept under moral control, the 
‘church and society, including par- 
ents, must give greater attention to 
the education and character-build- 
ing of youth, and to the continued 
education of adult opinion. 
Teachings of Jesus. 
A minority of the committee be- 
lieves that sufficient stress has not 
been laid upon the idealistic char- 
acter of the teachings of Jesus con- 
cerning marriage and its obliga- 
tions. His sayings concerning di- 
yorce seemed “hard” to the Disci- 
ples. They said to him, “If the case 
of a man be so with his wife, it is 
not good to marry.” His answer 
was, “All men cannot receive this 
saying, save they to whom it is giv- 
en.” In another connection He 
said, “With men it is impossible, 
but not with God; for with God all 
things are possible.” The command 
governing all cases of conflicting 
duties is the command of the abso- 
lute: “Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is in 
Heaven is perfect.” 
In view of the widespread doubt 
among Christian people of the mo- 
rality of the use of contraceptives, 
and the scruples experienced by 
many in making use of them, it 
appears to these members of the 
committee to be the plain duty of 
the Christian. church, when control 
of conception is necessary, to up- 
hold the standard of abstinence as 
the ideal, recognizing it as a coun- 
sel of perfection, and that Chris- 
tian morals are much more exalted 
than is generally supposed. But 
they would point out that the grace 
of God is sufficient for those who 
are conscious of a difficult and 
high vocation, and that we have as 
yet but touched the fringes of 
spiritual power which is all about 
us like God’s gifts of air and sun- 
shine. Those who adventure and 
trust are rewarded, and they know 
the joy and strength which accom- 
pany all victories of the spirit. 
The method of abstinence is, 
therefore, to be used to meet con- 
ditions and situations in which 
otherwise contraceptives would be 
necessary. This does not mean 
that sex relations between married 
people as an expression of mutual 
affection are wrong, but they are 
to be denied when child bearing is 
‘hazardous to the well-being of 
mother or child or the household. 
That this is possible is shown by 
the large number of unmarried 
people who lead chaste lives and 
by the number of married couyles 
who practice self-control at all 
times and abstinence when neces: 
sary. 
Spiritual Adjustment Needed. 
Finally, the entire committee 
unites in calling attention, and 
most earnestly, to the importance 
of a spiritual adjustment of the 
physical relations between  hus- 
bands and wives. All natural de- 
sires, however sound and whole- 
some, must be kept within bounds. 
If this applies to eating and drink- 
ing, how much more to the fate- 
ful and powerful impulse of sex. 
If marriage centers upon sex in- 
dulgence, it is sure to result in un- 
happiness and usually in disaster. 
A high degree of self-control, espe- 
cially during the early years of 
married life, when marital habits 
are forming, is necessary to the 
happiness of the mates and the 
Spiritual life of the home. 
To attain this command of the 
sex impulse, and this mutual and 
sensitive consideration for one an- 
other, husbands and wiver are 
urged to keep ever in mind that 
marriage is a divine institution and 
that they are co-operating with 
God in their union and in the con- 
ception and rearing of children. 
Their personal relations are, there- 
fore, sacred and in the divine care. 
These relations are always at their 
best when the two live together 
in the daily consciousness of the 
presence of God. Things they 
might not be able to accomplish 
unaided are abundantly possible 
through His help. 
If marriage is recognized as a 
divine institution, if God is an un- 
seen presence in the home, if the 
child has its great place in mar- 
riage, if sex experiences are kept 
as a mutual expression of com- 
radeship and affection, then mar- 
riage becomes the happiest, the 
noblest and the most enduring of

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AVIATORS 10‘SEARCH 
FOR VIKING SURVIVOR 


Balchen and Two Companions 
at St. John, N. B., Await- 
ing Favorable Weather. 


By the Associated Press. 
Sv. JOHNS, N. F., March 21.— 


Search for the missing and comple- 
tion of the rescue of survivors of 
the wreck of the sealer Viking de- 
pended today upon an improvement 
in weather and ice conditions. 

Bernt Balchen, Arctic flyer, with 
two companions, was at St. John, 
N. B., 686 miles away, waiting for 
‘weather which would permit them 
to fly their Sikorsky amphibian 
plane over the ice-filled wastes of 


White Bay in search of Varick Fris- 
sell, New York motion picture pro- 
ducer, and 25 others missing since 
the Viking was sunk by an explo- 
sion last Sunday night. 

The finding of two bodies has 
accounted for two of the 28 missing 
out of 155 aboard the Viking: 

A few miles off Horse Island, in 
White Bay, the rescue ship Sagona, 
with 110 survivors aboard, is fast in 
the ice. On the island are Capt. 
Abram Kean Jr., master of the 
Viking, and seven of his men, who 
must wait until ice conditions will 
permit them to be carried aboard 
ship on stretchers. The Govern- 
ment has sent the steamer Prospero 
with additional supplies for the Sa- 
gona. 

Balchen, with Randy Enslow, re- 
lief Pilot, and Merion Cooper, or- 
ganizer of the aerial searching ex- 
pedition, arrived at St. John, N. B., 
yesterday from Boston. 

The plane was ordered refueled 
and conditioned for a take-off to- 
day as soon as weather reports in- 
dicate a chance of success for the 
flight. That meant an abatement 
of the high northwest winds which 
were sweeping the Straits of Belle 
Isle and a lifting of the low flying 
ceiling. 

Balchen said he did not intend 
to attempt any part in the rescue 
of survivors, but would concentrate 
his ‘efforts on searching the ice 
floes for missing members of the 
Viking’s company. : 

‘We cannot land on the ice,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘but can only direct parties 
looking for the lost disaster vic- 
tims.’’ 

The sealer Eagle, which has par- 
ticipated in the rescue work in 
White Bay, had another band of 
refugees aboard today, the crew of 
©"8 of the sealer Sir William, which 
was abandoned when it became 
weather-logged. Its crew set fire 
to the hulk before taking to their 
dories. 

Missing with Frissell is his cam- 
eraman, A. G. Penrod. Harry Sar- 
gent, the third member of the 
American motion picture party, was 
saved.

6,050,000 IDLE 
IN U. S., JANUARY 
SURVEY SHOWS

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Esti- 
mates based on new figures collect- 
ed by the Department of Commerce 
place the number of unemployed in 
the United States in January at 
6,050,000. 

Secretary of Commerce Lamont 
estimated that number of persons 
were out of work, able to work and 
looking for work the first month of 
the year. He based his figurs on 
two reports by the Census Bureau. 

One gave revised unemployment 

totals for the 19380 census taken 
last April as 2,249,062 out of a 122,- 
755,046 population. The other was 
a special January, 1931, unemploy- 
ment count covering 19 cities with 
a@ population of 20,638,981 which 
showed 1,930,666 looking for work. 
Both unemployment totals include 
only those seeking jobs. 
Since the special January census 
was made, Lamont said, there “has 
been evidence of a slight but unmis- 
takable: improvement in the em- 
ployment situation.” 


Signs of Improvement. 


“Information obtained from more 
than 13,000 manufacturing estab- 
lishments by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics,’ he said, “reveals a gain 
of 1.4 per cent in the number of 
employed during February as 
compared with January. In addi- 
tion, further evidence of increased 
employment during February is 
shown by a gain of 7.5 per cent in 
the volume of wage payments of 
these manufacturing establish- 
ments, indicating a decrease of 
part-time work and an expansion 
of operating schedules. 

“The fact that the extensive un- 
employment of the past few months 
has brought forth such effective re- 
lief activities, keeping distress at a 
minimum, is a demonstration of 
the success of organized co-opera- 
tive efforts in hundreds of com- 
munities throughout the entire na- 
tion.

An application for a writ of 
mandamus to compel Constable Ira 
Dorsey to carry out an execution 
issued in the court of Justice of 
the Peace A. Samuel Bender was 
denied by Circuit ‘Judge Pearcy 
yesterday on the ground that the 
writ of execution did not bear the 
indorsement of fees and costs in 
the justice court suit. For that 
reason, the Court said, the writ 
was insufficient to protect the 
Constable from an action on his 
bond. 

The justice court judgment was 
based on a grocery and meat bili 
for $434.54 in favor of Louis Jack- 
son, proprietor of Kingsbury Mar- 
ket, 416 De _ Baliviere avenue, 
against Mr. and Mrs.-Leslie Olian, 
5656 Waterman avenue. 

Constable Dorsey went to levy 
on the Olian household goods a 
month ago, but withdrew after 
Edward K. Schwartz, who became 
counsel for Olian after the judg- 
ment, declared the execution was 
defective and indicated his clients 
might have an action in damages 
against the officer. Schwartz said 
he did not “call off” the officer 
as had been stated. 

In the mandamus hearing, Ben- 
der testified he did nothing to fur- 
ther the execution, as he had con- 
cluded, after deciding the case, that 
a mistake. had been made in in- 
cluding Mrs. Olian in the judg- 
ment.

He and Dr. Johannes Bell, the 
Centrist Minister of Colonies, made 
the journey to Versailles as the 
chief representatives of the defeat- 
ed nation. 

With the resignation of Chan- 
cellor Gustav Bauer after the 
Kapp putsch in March, 1920, Muel- 
ler was appointed Chancellor, but 
held office only three months. The 
general elections in June  neces- 
sitated the formation of a coalition 
ministry with Constatine Fehren- 
bach of the Catholic Center as 
Chancellor. Mueller’s second term 
as Chancellor began in June, 1928, 
when President Von Hindenburg 
invited him to form a new cabinet 
to succeed the Marx-Stressemann 


Government. In October of the 
same year Mueller attended the 
League of Nations Assembly as 


Germany’s representative. 

Mueller was born at Mannheim, 
Baden, May 18, 1876. His father, 
Jacob Mueller, conducted a small 
brewery. ‘The family moved .-to 
Koetzschenbroda, near Dresden, 
and Hermann went to school at 
Dresden-Neustadt, but did not re- 
main for his final examination. He 
married Gottliebe Jaeger. They had 
two daughters, one of whom be- 
came a dentist and the 
other a lawyer. Two brothers of 
the Chancellor settled in the Unit- 
ed States, one in Brooklyn and the 
other in New Jersey. The latter 
subsequently returned to Berlin. 

Started Mercantile Career. 

When Mueller left school, his 
father wanted him to adopt a —— 
cantile career. He tried ft, 
about that time commercial clerks 
had begun to chafe under 
autocratic rule of the “boss,” can 
at 17 Mueller was an enthusiastic 
member of the Social Democratic 
party.

The sprightly 
and gracious tunes of the e.neerto 
vied with the merry tunes of Mo- 
zart’s German dances, the solemn 
and amorous tunes of Tschaikow- 
sky’s “Romeo and Juliet” and the 
honest earth-to-earth tune of Wlad- 
igeroff’s Bulgarian rhapsody. 

Fortunately for everybody, the 
tunes were all good tunes and were 
appropriately employed. The audi- 
ence seemed to enjoy itself. 

In her performance of the Men- 
delssohn concerto, Mme. d’Aranyi 
frequently seemed +o be using the 
music as a background for her ad- 
mittediy captivating personality. 
The ebb and flow of the Men- 
delIssohnian lyrics were visibly. re- 
flected in her face, in the stamp- 
ing of her foot, in the arch back- 
ward glances at the conductor and 
in her meditative appraisal of the 
auditorium’s upper spaces.

NE of the worst effects of the 
() coines in Chicago gangland. is 
the incitement that they pro- 


sagas. This is another such saga: 
It tells nothing new, but that is 
probably because there is nothing 
new to tell. There is unction, how- 
ever, in the telling. Something of 
the sort would be expected from 
the author of “Billy the Kid.” 
Walter Noble Burns meets the 
most sanguine, not to say sanguin- 
ary, expectations. The re@ trail 
that he travels from. prohibition to 
Jake Lingle is never permitted to 
pale into pink. 

When the pent-up hatreds and 
bitter animosities of gangland were 
turned loose, machine guns blared 
in blazing barrages and sawed-off 
shotguns crooned their graveyard 
lullabies. When Angelo Genna was 
in a mad race with his life as the 
stake shotguns behind him began 
to bellow. Bifllets crashed through 
his ear and whooped and whined 
about him. Again the shotguns 
roared and again the lead slugs 
whistled about him like the swish 
of invisible hail. No, the author 
was not there and Genna did not 
live to tell how it sounded. The 
measure of ‘verisimilitude in the 
description is merely the measure 
of the author’s imagination. For 
such descriptive mastery one needs 
a good imagination and the author 
has it. )

The peak, under the old re- 
gime, saw Boundless, after a me- 
morable race, win $49,500, the 
largest sum ever paid any Derby 
victor up to that time. 

That was the race in which 
the horses were more than an 
hour at the post and Snapper 
Garrison saved his mount, 
Boundless, which was on the rail, 
by resting his weight on the 
fence at times. 

The high water mark and the

HIS year the Derby is at 1% 


miles. However, the event is 
rapidly regaining some of the 
popularity that escaped to the 


Kentucky Derby during the long 
interval between 1994 and 1926. 

It is quite probable that 
both the Kentucky and the 
American Derbies will fail to at- 
tain the prestige that attaches 
to the Belmont stakes, which is 
the richest and best of all the 
3-year-old events. It is a race 
at a mile and one-half. The 
Belmont’s conditions are nearer 
to what is considered a cham- 
pionship test than any other 
event. Also, it is run at a time 
when all 3-year-olds will have 
had due opportunity to get “in 
the pink.” 


No Fairmount Derby? 


HE announcement that there 
will be no Fairmount racing 
meet before July 4, if there is 
any held at all, seems to indicate 


the passing of the Fairmount 
Derby, which annually beginning 
with 1926 has furnished a social 
and racing attraction for this 
district. To hold a Derby in 
July would cause a conflict with 
many other major events and 
might result in a poor field ap- 
pearing for the race. 

Some famous horses have cap- 
tured the Fairmount and some 
spectacular races have resulted. 
Haste, in the first Derby at Col- 
linsville, beat the Bradley pair, 
Bagenbaggage and Boot to Boot, 
making the fastest time ever re- 
corded for the event, 2:03 3-6. 
This equals the best time ever 
made in the Kentucky Derby. 

Buddy Bauer, Misstep, Karl 
Eitel and Gallant Knight were 
the other Fairmount Derby win- 
ners.

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CHILEAN GOVERNMENT 


“IN NITRATE MERGER 


$300,000,000 
Formed—wWill Seek World 
Stabilization Agreement. 


By Associated Press. 


GO, Chile, March 21.— 
Steps for the rejuvenation of the 
industry were completed 


nitrate 
yesterday when a $300,000,000 co- 
operative combination was formed 
by the Chilean Government and 


producers. 
The constitution of the Chilean 


Nitrate Corporation was signed by 

the Government and the producers 

and was approved by President 

Ibanez. 

Premier Castro Ruiz announced 
the merger now was ready to do 
business and told the Associated 
Press a world agreement with syn- 
thetic nitrate producers would be 
renewed, assuring stabilization of 
the world market. 

The Premier emphasized that big 
results were expected from the or- 
ganization of the corporation. He 
called it probably the outstanding 
achicvement of-the Ibanez admin- 
jatratioa and said it insured the im- 
mediate future of Chile. 

Hie said New York bankers had 
co-operated in the financing of the 
merger. It is understood $35,000,- 
000 worth of bonds will be offered 
in New York Monday as the pub- 
lic’s share in the corporation. The 
Government will hold a half inter- 

est, in return for which it abolishes 
its export tax of $12.50 a ton. The 
Government is guaranteed specific 
sums equal to the probable taxes 
for 1221-33 while the company gets 
under way. ‘ 

The merger is to some extent an 
alliance between the Chilean Gov- 
ernment and Americah capitalists, 
who, headed by the Guggenheim 
interests. are the principal nitrate 
producers in Chile. Other produc- 


braces more than 95 per cent of 
the industry in Chile, are English, 
German, Dutch, Jugo-Slav and 
Spanish. 


42 PCT. SMALL LOAN RATE 
BILL DEFEATED IN HOUSE 


Measure to Restore Higher Inter- 
est Schedule Killed by Vote 
ef 46 to 43. : 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21. 
—The fight in the 1929 Legisla- 
ture over the interest rate for small 
loans in Missouri, which resulted 
in a scandal and a grand jury in- 
vestigation before the Legislature 
reduced the rate of 42 per cent a 
year to 30 per cent, was recalled 
in’ debate yesterday afternoon in 
the House, which killed a bill pro- 
posing to restore the 42 per cent 
rate for part of the loans by small- 
loan companies. 

The bill was beaten, 46 to 43, 
when it was called up for en- 
grossment,. ' 

The bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Astostsky of Kansas City, 
proposed to amend the law to per- 
mit the loan companies te collect 
interest at 344 per cent_a montb, 
amounting to 42 per cent a year. 
on the first $150 of such loan, or 
any remaining balance of a loan. 
The present law permits such loans 
to not more than $300 and fixes 
the maximum interest rate at 2% 
per cent a month, or 30 per cent 
a year. 

Opponents of the bill pointed out 
that the amendment was_ so 
phrased that an individual who 
borrowed more than $150, actually 
would have to pay 3% per centa 
month on virtually the full amount 
because of the provision relating to 
balances of loans.

SPRING ARRIVES 
AFTER MILD WINTER 


Snowfall Since December, in 
St. Louis, Is Lowest 
on Record. 


Spring arrived at 9 a. m. today, 
according to the astronomical cal- 
endars, following an unusual winter 
of moderate temperatures, light 
rainfall and a record minimum of 
snow. 

Snowfall in St. Louis since Dec. 
1 has measured 4.7 inches as com- 
pared to a seasonal average of 19.2 
inches, last year’s total o- 29.9 
inches, and the previous minimum 
of 5.5 inches for the * inter of 1918- 
1919. More than half of this win- 
ter’s snow fell in March and more 
may come to upset the statistics. 
Rainfall in December, January 
and February totaled 3.07 inches, 
against a normal of 7.11 inches for 
that three months’ period. 
Average temperature during De- 
cember, January and February was 
38.4 degrees, 4.8 degrees above nor- 
mal. The season’s low temperature 
of 9 above zero was the mildest 
minimum except in 1921 when 12 
egrees was recorded, and.the sea- 
son’s high of 70 was well below the 
winter record of 84.

“A remarkable thing. was.that 
in the Southern and Southeastern 
states the winter was colder than 
usual, running about two degrees 
below normal, while in Montana 
and the Dakotas temperatures av- 
eraged from 12 to 15 degrees above 
normal. Our section experienced

5. Leaders of factions to be held 
responsible for any infractions of 
the pact, and unfriendly activities 
of the rank and file to be reported 
to the delegates for disciplining by 
the respective leaders. 

In the partitioning of the city 
and county, however, Al revealed 
himself as the practical-minded 
executive.

To the north, Moran and Drucci 
were circumscribed to the Forty- 
second and Forty-third Wards.

It might be only the imper- 
ceptible tremor of a trigger-finger, 
or the slightest wavering of an eye, 
or a split second of hesitancy at the 
crucial moment in any of a score 
of unforeseen emergencies; yet 
the cost of the lapse would have to 
be reckoned in lives and money. 

Thus much the canny Scarface 
had learned, and had profited ac- 
cordingly. His system was an im- 
portant factor in producing the 
bootleg gangster typified in Mc- 
Gurn, the. antithesis of that popu- 
lar fancy. 

James de Mora, eldest of six 
children, was the son of Angelo de 
Mora, the grocer. His boyhood was 
Spent in the backyard of Halsted 
street called Little Italy, Chicago's 
most congested district; its ram- 
shackle, firetrap structures, devoid 
of all pretense at hygiene, and 
wedged wall to wall and end to 
end, cover almost every available 
Square foot of every lot and block. 
Its atmosphere in summer is fetid 
and stifling, mothers with their ba- 
bies sleeping on the sidewalks and 
front stoops. It offers no sweep of 
playground, no breathing space, no 
sunlit freedom to the growing 
child, except in its streets and al- 
leys. Life is raw and squalid in 
Little Italy. 7 

The boy James, report cards 
show, was an eager pupil at the 
neighborhood school, quick to learn 
and of retentive mind. He was a 
leader in playground sports. 

His father, Angelo the grocer 
before prohibition, had become 
Angelo the sugar dealer after its 


advent; caught up and carried 
along on the wave of get-rich- 
quick frenzy that swept all Little 
Italy with the rise of the alky- 
cooking industry. Angelo sold 
Sugar to the Gennas, which im- 


plies no more reproach than to 
say that a public utility 
sold gas to Abraham Bummy 


Goldstein (Pete the Peddler) for 
his wildcat distillery at 1154 Hast- 
ings street. A police raid there 


disclosed that Bummy in one 
month had used $1700 worth of 
gas. 


Angelo sold sugar, and business 
competition was a sanguinary en- 
terprise. He was found shot to 
death the morning of Jan. 8, 1923, 
in front of his store at 936 Vernon 
Park place, a half block from his 
home. Jack was then 19. With 
his widowed mother and the five 
other children, he attended the 
inquest. He was silent and pre- 
occupied.

carrying a revolver; McGurn ar- 
rested in a room in a West Side 
hotel, with his 15-year-old brother, 
Antonio, and an arsenal consisting 
of a Thompson sub-machine gun 
with loaded magazine attached, a 
-45 caliber automatic pistol, a 
rifle, and a quantity ‘of dumdum 
bullets; McGurn wounded by a 
Spray of machine-gun bullets while 
in a telephone pbooth in a hotel 
near the North Side; McGurn’s au- 
tomobile riddled with shotgun 
slugs. 

McGurn was Capone’s chief gun- 
ner’s mate, and the police wanted 
to question him in the four-man 
murder case, because it looked as if 
somebody was out to get the Scar- 
face. Identification had disclosed 
each victim as a professional] killer. 
No. 1 was Antonio Torchio of New 
York; Nos. 2 and 3, taken for a 
ride together Aug. 11 were Anthony 
K. Russo and Vincent Spicuzza of 
St. Louis; No. 4 was Samuel Va- 
lente of Cleveland, 

The five-cent pieces in their 
hands were expressive of their 
slayers’ contempt for them: tanta- 
mount to a derisive sneer and a 
slap in the face. It is an extreme 
gesture of contumely, which the 
gangster does not employ except 
when he is beside himself with 
rage. Trouble was brewing. 

Chicago in 1927 and 1928 was 
tagged in underworld jargon as 
“hot” for any outsiders who had 
no business there, so well had Ca- 
pone consolidated his gains and 
systematized his overlordship of 
vice, gambling and booze. Only 
real money could have induced the 
four killers to take a chance. Who 
had offered it? The police learned 
nothing from McGurn, although 
he Coroner recorded him and Sca- 
ise as suspects in the Torchio job. 

Trouble was brewing. The uke- 
lele music started suddenly for 
members of the old Genna outfit. 
Six were slain within a month and 
a half—Lawrence La Presta, on 
June 1; Diego Attlomionte, June 
29; Numio Jamericco, June 30;

“Chicago gunfighters almost 
achieved the ultimate In assassina- 
tion yesterday, when they silently 
encircled the detective bureau and 
waited patiently for the opportunity 
to kill Joseph Aiello, hitherto only 
a modest claimant to gang hon- 
ors, who became by this stealthy 
swarming of the clans, a new and 
astonishing figure in the stratum 
of bullets, booze, ganibling and 
vicq.” 

And farther along: 

“Summed up, from police infor- 
mation, the situation is one involv- 
ing perhaps $75,000,000 a year, the 
profits of gambling and vice and 
booze in Chicago. It is for control 
of these profits that there has been

against his life, the instigators of 
all of them being the Aiellos. First 
they tried to bribe the chef of the 
Little Italy cafe with $10,000 to put 
prussic acid in his soup, but the 
chef weakened and confessed. Then 
they offered $50,000 to any gun- 
man who would “‘show us a Capone 
notch.” It was this that brought 
the professional killers to town— 
and to the county morgue. Finally 
they devised two machine-gun am- 
buscades—one for Lombardo, in a 
flat opposite his home at 4442 
Washington boulevard, and one for 
Capone, in the Loop—room $02 in 
the Atlantic Hotel, at 316 South 
Clark street, commanding the en- 


diary, 


_trance across the way to his favor- 


ite loafing place, the cigar store of 
Michael Hinky Dink Kenna, at 311 
South Clark street. These ambus- 
cades provided the climax of the 
plottings, and knowledge of them 
caused the demonstration by Ca- 
pone gunmen at the detective bu- 
reau when they learned of Aiello’s 
presence there. They had been 
after him for months, but hadn’t 
caught up with him, 

Of the Aiellos there were the four 
brothers—Joseph, Dominick, Anto- 
nio and Andrew—and a score of 
cousins, Joseph being the head of 
this Sicilian family clan. He had 
originally been Lombardo’s  busi- 
ness partner and they had pros- 
pered as cheese merchants and 
commission brokers. Both were 
active in the affairs of the Unione 
Sicilione during the regime of 
Mike Merlo, its founder and, by the 
way, the only one of its six presi- 
dents from 1924 to 1929, to die a 
natural death. 

Stern and just in his adminis- 
tration of, the office, Merlo’s rule 
was absolute. He was a_ shrewd 
politician and he was Zealous of 
the interests of his people, most of 
whom were first-generation immi- 
grants. To their simple minds he 
represented mysterious authority 
and influence. They venerated him, 
ignorant, of course, that he was 
exploiting them for their votes. 

As long as Merlo lived there was 
no discord in the Unione Sicilione, 
but immediately after his death 
began that struggle for leadership 
with which the reader is familiar. 
All the arts of political’ intrigue 
were utilized by men ambitious for 
the post, and by their families and 


friends. 
L help,, emerged victorious. For 
a time the Aiellos supported 
him, and he and Joseph main- 
tained their business relationship. 
But Joseph was jealous. He had 
had an insight into racial politics 
and the game fascinated him. His 
ambition, stimulated by the per- 
suations of his followers, overmas- 
tered his judgment. He quarreled 
with Lombardo. They dissolved 
their partnership, and the Alellos 
launched their conspiracy. 

Not content to confine it to Chi- 
cago, they sent members of the 
family to Cleveland and St. Louis 
to organize rivals to the local 
branches of the Unione Sicilione.

Chief Hughes’ men, always sur- 
prisingly well informed in gangster 
skullduggery adverse 
suddenly raided the flat opposite 
Lombardo’s home, at 4442 Wash- 
ington boulevord, and uncovered 
the machine gun ambuscade. Next, 
they went to 7002 North Western 
avenue, 10 miles away, found a 
cache of dynamite and percussion 
caps, and a clew that sent them to 
the Rex Hotel, at 3142 North Ash- 
land avenue. 

There they captured Angelo La 
Mantio, 23 years old, a Milwaukee 
gZunman, and with him four of the 
Aiello clan. A trifle soft for the 
job he had undertaken La Mantio 
admitted to the police that he had 


been hired to do away with Capone 


and Lombardo, and divulged the 
ambuscade in the Atlantic Hotel. 
With that the action jshifts to 
the detective bureau. La Mantio 
and Joseph Aiello had not been 
there an hour when a policeman 
Standing at a window saw a half- 
dozen taxis stop on the opposite 
side of the street, discharging be- 
tween 20 and 25 passengers—all 
men. He assumed that there had 
been a raid somewhere and that 
officers were bringing in prisoners. 
But not for long. : 
The men hurriedly put their 
heads together, gesticulating ex- 
citedly and darting glances at the 
bureau. Then they separated, some 
sauntering up and down the side- 
walk; some loitering at the curb 
and in doorways; some stationing 
themselves at the street corners; 
while others crossed over to dis- 
appear in amalley alongside the 
building, into which opened its 
rear exit. The policeman called to 
a fellow officer. As he did so 
three men headed directly for the 
bureau’s front entrance, one of 
them transferring a revolver from 
an armpit holster to the side pock- 
et of his overcoat.

The two officers ran to the street 
and brought back Campagnia, 
Frank Perry and Samuel Marcus, 
members of the Capone bodyguard 
imported from the East. A pair 
of .45 automatics apiece was found 
on Campagnia and Perry, but only 
One gun on Marcus. The discrep- 
ancy was explained five minutes 
later when he whipped a sawed- 
off Colt from inside his shirt while 
being questioned in the Chief of 
Detective’s office. He was over- 
powered before he could use it. 
His intention, apparently, was to 
shoot his way to liberty. 

The three were put in a cell ad- 
joining that of Joseph Aiello, and 
@ policeman who understood the 
Italian language was disguised 
and placed within hearing. Aiello 
at once recognized his enemies. 

“Can't we settle this?” he plead- 
ed. “Give me just 15 days—just

His brother Domi- 
nick elected to stay to conduct their 
business affairs, and was shot to 
death.
